NEW YORK, Nov. 8—(6:15 a.m.)—The*» New York 
Times makes the following announcement : 

“The decision taken by the electorate in yesterday's 
voting is unexpectedly close. After the various shifts in 
the returns, which at first strongly indicated the election of 
Mr. Hughes, the decision at this writing, 6 a.m., apparently 
depends upon the vote of California and New Mexico, still 
undecided. One or two other states are also close.”

PARIS, Noy. 7.—The French took 
German positions on a front of five 
kilometres (3 miles) extending from 
Chaulnes wood to southeast of Ab- 
laincourt refinery, says the official 
communication issued by the war of- 
fice tonight. The villages of Ablain- 
court and Pressoir and Ablaincourt 
cemetery were captured, More than 
500 prisoners were taken,

“North of the Somme we pregress- 
ed between Les Bouefs and Sailly- 
Saillisel, ’ 

“South of the Somme pwe launched 
a brisk attack in the mofning, which, 
despite the heavy rain, brought us 
important gains. On a four kilometre 
front we carried enemy positions from 
Chaulnes wood to the southeast of the |

fantry.

Car Was of Closed Type, 
So That Very Few 
Escape

BOSTON, Novy, 7.-—The lives of fitty 
persons were lost tonight, when a 
crowded passenger car of the Boston 
Blevated Street Railway plunged 
through an open drawbridge into 
North Channel, Just outside the South 
Station terminal, 

Twelve other persons were rescued 
from the water by fire boats and tugs. 
One man, Thomas F, Gannon, (6d 
after being brought to shore, Two 
bodies were found with - grappling 
trons, but the recovery of other bodies 
was delayed, as it was belleved they 
were pinned in the car, which rested 
on the bottom of the channel 36 feet 
deep. F 

Gerald Walsh, motorman of the car, 
who jumped when it went over the 
edge of the draw, asserted that the 
accident was due to the fact that there 
was no light on the gates protecting 
the opening. He and George Lekon, 
the conductor, who also leaped and 
so saved his life, were arrested on 
technical charges of manslaughter. 
The conductor was unconscious, and 
the police were unable to learn exactly 
the number of his passengers. 

Some of the rescued reople estimate 
ed the number of passengers at up- 
wards of 560. J, Harvey White, publl- 
city agent of the Boston Elevated Rafl- 
way, in a statement issued soon after 
the accident, said his information 
agreed with that of the police, that 
about forty persons were unaccounted 


for.

For years Edmonton South, both 
os a town and as a city, lias prided’ 
itself on the fact of having provided 
hospital a®commodation for its resi- 
dents.

9nd its facilities for the treatment of

Practically ell the preliminary ar 
rengements have been completed, and 
from now onward the Strathcona hos- 
pital will be used as a conyalescent 
home for returned soldiers. This ar- 
rangement wis confirmed yesterdoy 
afternoon at a special meeting of the 
hespital board, when a resolution of- 
fering the building to tho Federal 
Milltary HMosvitals Commission wes 
esrried unanimously, 

J, A, McDougall was in the chair 
ond gave a report of the committee 
appointed to go into the arrange- 
ments. He stated that they had wait 
ed upon Miss Campbell, euperintend- 
ont of the Roval Alexandro hospita!

DEMAND GERMANY SHOULD REPLACE 
EVERY SHIP SUNK BY ONE OF HER OWN 


{ 
London, Nov. 7,-—Robert Yerburgh, president of the British Navy League, 


who has been foremost in the conduct of agitation for full payment by Ger- 
many for the destruction of allied and neutral ships, last evening said he had 
the support of 217 chambers of commerce in the British Isles and the most 
influential men in business life, 

“The destruction of British and allied merehant shipping by Germany 
has unquestionably the object of giving Germany the dominant position as 
competitor for the ocean going trade of the world after the war,” said Mr 
Yerburgh “It would be equivalent to an act of national suicide if the allies 
shouid allow Germany to retain her merehant shipping intact after peace is 


declared in the face of the unlawful, indiscriminate destruction of allied ships 
for which Germany is responsible In torpedoing all allied ships in sight she 
hopes so to destroy the strength of the allled merchant marine a » enable her 
immediately to jump into the leading place in the world's earrying commerce 

“The only basis for compensation which could conce Ivably give satisfaction 
to the allies is that Germany must hand over her mereantile marine ship for 
ship, ton for ton of equivalent values to those sunk by her war vessels against 


the laws of war. This means that Germany must agree before any possibility 
of talking peace terms that she deliver her own ships to the allie ; until eve ry 
one illegally sunk is replaced by a German ship. It will not be enough for 
Germany to declare her willingness to pay for the torpedoed hips It ts 
handing over sufficient ships to make up for allied losses that we demand

Ottawa announces that the 
troops now in Canada are to be 
rushed to Enghand during the next 
few weeks because the Canadian 
winter is so cold that training 
cannot -be carried on here to ad 
vantage. The men who have been 
in training all summer will wel- 
come the news that’ they are soon 
to get across the water, anda step 
nearer the fighting line where they 
will do their ‘‘bit’’ as those who 
have preceded them. But it would 
have been better to give out al- 
most any other reason for rush- 
ing them across at this time than 
the one offered. The notion that 
men can be better trained in mud 
up to their knees in England than 
in the dry cold of a Canadian 
winter is not convincing to any- 
one who knows anything of the 
experiences of troops in England 
and in Canada during the two past 
winters. The battalions in Ed- 
monton last winter, as those whieh 
spent the previous winter here, 
lost few if any days training be- 
cause of cold or stormy weather. 
All told there were probably not 
ten days during either winter 
when the men were not put 
through their drills, and that with 
less discomfort than thty would 
have experienced wading about in 
mud in a drizzling or driving rain. 
Conditions here ‘were typical, 
rather than .exeeptional, as ‘re- 
gards the suitability of winter 
weather in Canada for t¥aining. 
If the Department exptanation- 
maker would ask any Englishman 
residing in Canada he would soon 
find out on first-hand téstinvony 
whether the English ‘winter is 
preferable to the Canadian winter 
for carrying on any sort of out- 
door work. There may be valid 
reasou for ‘moving ‘the ‘troops 
across this fall, but the theory that 
they cen he better trsined in ‘s 
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and conqner’’ them. 


The ‘question is not who Wants 
to run, but who ought to be elect- 
ed. Theése'are strenuous times— 
times when we ¢annot “afford 
cliques, sectionalists, theorists, 
faddists or cranks any more than 
we can afford ineapables or crooks, 
Honest and level-héaded’ manage- 
ment our affairs must have, along 
the lines of tried and proven busi- 
nes practice. Thete is no room 
for personal ambition in our civic 
field at this time. If we are to 
win through we must pick the 
biggest men we can get, and others 
sink their personal aspirations, 
local interests and pet theories to 
back, them, 

To men“with business  tfaining 
and experience in large’affairs the 
eall of civie patriotism should not 
go unhéeded at this time. Private 
business is, of course, urgent in its 
demands. But private ‘interésts 
are depéndant largely upon civie 
conditions ; the larger the interests 
the more important that the city 
be well governed, that its finances 
be handled ‘so as to re-éstablish 
credit and confidence, and all 
done that can be done to link up 
the business of the city with the 
prosperity prevailing among the 
farmers and in the smaller towns, 
In serving the city capably as a 
member of the city council one is 
incidentally also serving his own 
business interests and family and 
social welfare.

DEAD” APPEAL

American Citizen Writes Strong 
Article For Weekly 
Dispatch 


London, Nov. 7.-—‘Wilson—avenge 
our déad——" is the héading in the 
Weekly Dispatch this week over an 


article written by Samuel! Devlin, for- 


merly of the United States navy and 
one of the survivors of the torpedoed 
Marina, on which six Ameri¢ans’ were 
killed, 

In the article Deviin addresses 
President Wilson with a description 
of the torpedoing, in’ part as follows: 

“IT am an American citizen who, 
with the ohers have just landed at a 
place safe from submarines, I have 
just had a narrow escape from death 
by murder on the high seas. I have 
seen six of my patrners, also Ameri- 
cans, go to their deaths without 
warning, without a chance to save 
themselves. We want to know what 
you are going to do. You keep tell- 
ing us you will not have American 
lives imperilled and will not suffer 
American henor to be outraged, 

“We left tor America last Thursday 
week. It was so rough all one day 
that we could make only twenty miles. 
On Saturday it Was as bad as ever, 
Huge seas swept the decks. At half 
past three suddenly we ftl an explo- 
sion, We learned afterward that it 
was the boiler, exploded by a tor- 
pedo, We slipped on life belts and, 
running on deck, héard that we had 
been attacked by a submarine.” 

“The Marina Was struck amidships. 
There was not the Jeast excitement and 
little hurry. From a boat I noticed 
the periscope of the submarine. We 
were then 30 feet from the ship, The 
periscope moved slowly around to the 
port side, where a second torpedo was 
fired into her. The Marina immedl- 
‘ately broke in halves, the bow and 
stern rising toward the centre, 

“The captain and the men stil! in the 
ship, including the six Americans, ran 
aft. The second explosion was so un- 
éxpected that it took them completely 
by surprise. They had time only to 
throw a life raft, but they could not 
reach the raft, The ship sank and 
the captain and the others, Including 
the six Americans, were pulled under.” 

Thus he describes his experiences of 
271-2 hours “in open boats on a 
stormy sea.” 

He concludes his story: 

“That, Mr. President, is our story. 
If that wasn't a murder of citizens of a 
neutral nation as cold. blooded and de- 
liberate as the Lusitania murders, then 
we give up, Weare Only horsemen, 
but we are Americans and we are 6n-
